Joseph Guibord was buried ftt Montreal 


yesterday. Ho died sis yeara ago. All 
his life bo was a devoted son of the Catho- 
lic church, but he belonged to the Canadian 
Institute iu whose library wero condemned 
books. On this ground the Catholic clergy 
refused to bury him on consecrated ground. 
1'he case has been appealed to Home and 
London, and the burial finally took place 
under the civil and military authorities, 
llie Catholics of Montreal have made several 
riots on account of attempts to bury 
Guibord, and the bishop of the diocese has 
tursed the grave, or has promised to curao 
it 
The coffin was buried iu cement and 


(orap iron to prevent its being dug up by 
the populace.

THE OLD AND THE NE W. 


The DATM NEWS was printed for tho last 


time yesterday on the first power press ever 
brought into Hhodo Island. The press was 
bnilt in 1812 by A. B. Taylor of New York 
and was flrst owned by the Methodist Book 
Concern. 
In the Spring of 1853 George II. 


Norman, who was associated with William 
H. Cranston in the ownership of the DAILY 
NEWS, went to New York and took a con- 
tract to print almanacs advertising Itad- 
iray's Heady Kelief aud Mustang Liniment, 
a sixteen-page pamphlet devoted to the ad- 
vantages of Barry's 
Trycophorous 
for 


the 
hair, 
and 
several 
other 
lit- 


ei'ary works of the same character. 
At 


the same time he bought the press iu ques- 
tion of the Methodist Book Concern and set 
itupiu the DAILY NEWS establishment at the 
Corner of Thames and Frank streets, the 
place now occupied by Blocum «fe Bluck, and 
from which food for tho body is now issued 
Instead of food for the mind. 
The press 


was not, however^ used for newspaper work. 


From June 1853 to May 1854 over a mil- 


lion copies of the almanacs and other publi- 
cations mentioned were printed oh this press 
and stitched and cut at Charles E. llam- 
mett, Jr.'s, establishment. Mr. Noriuan 
abandoned tho black art iu May 1854 and 
void the press aud the general printing busi- 
ness to B. Hauiuiett Stevens, who,set up the 
press on Wanton street and did a largo 
printing business from December 1854 to 
July 1855 when he gave it up, and for 
some time tho press stood idle. 


The boiler which Mr. Norman brought 


from New York with the press Mr. Btovous 
sold to Philip Slovens & Son. It was a re- 
markable boiler. Tradition has it thatiu 
ilr. Normau'a time it was patched up with 
jits of uhiugle and wooden plugs, Mr. Nor- 
man insisting that this was tho proper way; 
ihat weak boilers never did any harm; it 
•as only strong boilers that exploded. At 


any rate, there was no neod of a safety 
valve so long as tho boiler was repaired iu a 
carpenter's shop. 


Cranston ot Norman sold the NEWS to Mr. 


flobart and others wbo iu April 1857 sold it 
to Georga T. Hammond who continued to 
publish it at the corner of Thames and 
Frank streets till tho Fall of 1859 wheu ho 
jought the press of B. Hammett Stevens 
and sot it up in tho Josliu school house, 
Church street and which stood whero Mr. 
Greene's house now stands. This was the 
irst timo the DAILY NEWS was printed by 
Iteam, aud the first timo it was printed on 
jio venerable machine whoso biography we 
are writing. 


This was sixteen years ago, and since that 


>ime tho press has patiently and industri- 
ously boon grinding out tho keon wit, tho 
{onial humor, tho profound learning, tho 
ofty morality and tho brilliant stylo which 
everybody, knows characterize all nows- 
>apers. Mr. Hammond moved tho press 
'rom Church street to Bull's building on 
Thames street where it stood whou Talbot 
b Davis brought tho NEWS in June 18GG. 
lore it remained until February 1807 when 
it was moved to tho present location of Iho 
HEM: NEWS ofllco, aud in tho Juno foilow- 
ng the firm owning it became Davis .t Pit- 
man. 


The old press had not broken down oiiy 


more than usual wheu it was determined to 
my a now one, but it must bo admitted that 
iko tho Ouo Hoss Shay there was about it a 
[oneral flavor of mild decay. In fact, it was 
apparent that at almost any moment it 
night dissolve into junk. It couldn't wear 
lut because it was mado on logical principles 
as tho deacon would say, but it was liable 
at any moment to ccaso to bo a printing 
ircss. Tho now press has been set up side 
iy side with tho 'old one and tho latter was 
omoved whon tho 'former was found to bo 
u comploto working order. Tho old press 
coined conscious yesterday that it had been 
discarded for a yonng rival, and it lost all 
ts ambition, and .wo regret to say that tho 
ast day's work of tho old press was far 
rom being its host. 
It was with difficulty 


hat it could bo persuaded to work at all. 
But it must certainly bo disspiriting at tho 
ind of a long, busy and useful life to bo 
moved out of tho way to make room for a 
'ouug aud onorgotio successor, anil to BOO 
n tho near future the roaring flames of the 
urnaoe which await all old iron whether its 
loeds have boen good or evil. 
But there is

gauze, feathers nnd flowers, into'an edifice 
often equal to her height. Pour ells of 
gauze have been coutnined in some of these 
erections, with butterflies, birds rmd flow- 
ers introduced—tho last of the most pre- 
posterous height of it, it is recorded, about 
» jarf. After an hour's plastering awl 
frizzing, tho hairdresser's task was over, and

plexion, but they were never worn by wo- 
men of dark skin. Great was the art in 
placing these patches near tho eye. the-cor- 
iier of the mouth, the forehead, and the 
temple. A lady of tho world would wear 
seven or eight and each had its special desig- 
nation. She never went without a box of 
jifttchea to replace auy that might accident- 
ally fall off; and these little boxes, generally 
i.f Battersea enamel, finely painted by soino 
ominont artist, had usually a tiny lookin"- 
Klass inserted within the lid, to help her to 
repair the accident. Kor was the rouge-pot 
forgotten, rouge at thtt time being an in- 
ilisponsiblo adjunct to tho toilet—so indis- 
pensible, that when Marie Antoinette came 
over to France, to marry Louis XVI., and 
cogged to dispense with wearing it. a 
family conclave was held at Versailles on 
the '•abject, followed by formal order from 
tho King to put it on—a command which 
line had no alternative but to oboy.—("Lon- 
don Society.'
